Dear Governor: 

It is manifestly Impossible within the compass of this report to 
discuss at length all features, or elaborate upon all phases of the vari- 
ous and exceedingly complex problems of hospital organization and 
management. The departmentalized accomplishments, functions and ne- 
cessities, as well as all hospital organization and administrative activi- 
ties, will bo Included in the superintendent's. Dr. Vidrine'it, report and 
those of tment heads, all with t! -He. and in a co- 

hensive and thorough manner. 
It may be as well to briefly consider the changes that have taken 
place lu hospital work. Increasing size and complexity of modern hos- 
pital business has, undoubtedly, caused a new orientation in hospital 
administration. Hospital work does not consist solely in treatment of 
the sick; teaching, research and healing are carried on side by side. 
N'o large general hospital such as ours Is considered worthy of Its name 
s It is equipped with special departments and apparatus for radi- 
ology, massap- il treatment, dentistry, laboratories for pathology, 
bacteriology, chemistry and Buch. Additionally than must be considered 
the domestic department, the laundry, the engineering and other allied 
<ns. More attention is being given to metabolism, and the trained 
Id housekeeper-cook. Dietetics Is on a. scten- 
basis with a definite place in preventive and curative medicine. 
Surgery and obst ill for improved accommodations, equipment 
and t.chnlriuo, all under efficient supervision. Anaesthetics are more 
:ous in kind and their administration more technically complex. 
I interest In certain diseases or groups of diseases has 
bt forth new departments in hospitals; as, for instance, the electro- 
graphic in the prevention, early diagnosis, and treatment of heart 
es. In the nurses' training school much reformation has taken 
The present day finds better living, leaching and working condi- 
tions, well equipped classrooms, definite and systematic courses of study, 
and the placing of the training of nnrses on an educational basis. Hos- 
pitals today demand better qualified administrative officers and care- 
fully trained skilled personnel. 

All this Is necessary for the efficient operation of a modern hospital, 
and it all costs money. 

As these activities grow, so do expenditures. It Is undoubtedly most 
essential that those responsible for the administration of a bospltal and 
the securing of appropriations for its maintenance, should know 
continuously the cost of all of Its activities, and the reasons for these 
activities. 
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The great development that has taken place, and Is taking (place 
every day In the scientific world, has resulted in heavy expenditures 
on the part of any hospital that wishes to bring to its patients the latest 
resources of skill and Ingenuity, Money, and money in increasing amounts 
is needed by all hospitals, and our hospital is no exception. 

Appropriations for the Charity Hospital have increased, but nowhers 
are they as yet commensurate with thy ever increasing demand for serv- 
ice, depreciation on property and equipment. Inadequacy of present 
facilities, deterioration on the already old and obsolete buildings the 
ever increasing cost of new remedies and Instruments, the very urgent 
necessity for more nurBes, and that most Important need, a modern 
social service department. The State of Louisiana maintains no conva- 
lescent home in connection with the Charity Hospital, where patients 
beyond the acute stage could be retained. This places our hospital 
under Increased expense due to the necessity of housing and treating 
chronic and incurable cases, many such unfortunate individuals remaining 
days, weeks, and months until the inevitable finale accrues, In the mean- 
time, occupying beds so badly needed for acute cases. 

I desire to call attention to some problems still awaiting solution— 
and these loom large. The following practical and necessary indications 
show how larger expenditures may best be used and are most urgent 
They are: more pupil nurses, more social workers, a (properly staffed 
and equipped x-ray department, an adequate record room, a central 
dining^ hall and diet kitchen, additions to the laundry, a new ice plant, 
a cold storage plant, an increased amount of radium for the relief of 
our unfortunate cancer patients, more and better space for the patho- 
logical department— these are some of our urgent needs. 

The per capita cost for the maintenance of Indoor patients for the 
year 1928, you will be told was $1.70; that for the out patients, ?0.22W. 
Certainly this is a record for which we need not be proud. That it 
be done at all, is due solely to the economies and stinting in necessities 
forced upon us in order to keep within our appropriation, which 
compared with similar Institutions, is appallingly small. 

The deficit for operating expenses for 1928 was |20,1S6 91 it [I 
amply justified and fully explained in the report of the superintendent 
I only desire to call attention to the -patient increase, averaging ] 
daily for the past year, as one of the reasons for this deficit. 

While economy of administration and efficiency of organization has 
been our slogan, it is a wearing struggle to strive to maintain high 
standards Of efficiency in a hospital without the necessary mean 
support It is my earnest belief that by increasing our appropriations 
and in no other way, can this great, old, noble institution attain its full 
growth and, equipped with every proper modern and available resource, 
advance to the complete fulfillment of its duty and its destiny. 

The medical profession of Louisiana has been complaining for years 
about the practice of hospital abuse in the outdoor and indoor ser 
of the Charity Hospital; it is with much pride and gratification 
I can report that, at last, concerted effort Is now being made to rei 
the undoubted abuses. The administrators of the hospital hav, 
the members of the visiting staff and all members of the Orleans 1' 
Medical Society to assist the Charity Hospital with the object of ap- 
plying an efficient remedy towards the elimination of abuse of free 
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medical service in accordance with the existing laws of the State. This 
is demanded in the interests of the hospital, its patients, the medical 
profession and the puhlic. 

I desire on behalf of the hospital administration to express deep 
and sincere appreciation to the Sisters of Charity, occupying as they do, 
some of the most important posts in our hospital organization. They 
are devoting their energies to the welfare of those most essential arms 
of hospital service— the departments of nursing, dietetics and home 
economics. The Sisters not only tend to make the wheels of the hospital 
run more smoothly, but they additionally act as safeguards in human 
relationships, and wherever present, moral elevation inevitably ensues. 
This is particularly true In our Institution. 

For the untiring efforts of the visiting and honse staffs and the 
medical advisory committee, the members of which have worked so 
enthusiastically and faithfully, and have shown such a splendid and 
commendable spirit of co-operation, the administrators are most gratefdl. 
xtend to them for ourselves, and on behalf of the people of Lou- 
isiana, heartiest thanks. 

The office of Secretary-Treasurer of our hospital, which with its 
ly growing and changing sources of income and more rapidly 
growing expenditures, its numerous endowments, its increasing invest- 
in building and equipment, and its more and more complicated 
business problems, is a most Important and responsible position. It is 
splendidly filled by Mr. Fred W. Matthews, Always imbued with an 
honest desire to serve the hospital and the public, and really having 
the hospital's interest at heart, Mr. Matthews efficiently and intelligently 
manages the affairs of his department. For his valued services the 
Board of Administrators expresses its deep appreciation. 

The Charity Hospital fortunately possesses an exceptionally able 
and economical superintendent, Dr. Arthur Vidrine. His broad vision, 
clear and logical thinking, keen perception, profound professional at- 
tainments, and sense of fairness, have won for him the admiration and 
confidence Of the entire hospital personnel. We have found him not too 
young to learn and not too old to seek counsel and advice, thereby in- 
creasing the soundness of his Judgment and conclusions. The Intensely 
stimulating and interesting character of his discussions of present-day 
hospital problems, his courage and devotion to the truth cannot be too 
praised. To him we express our sincere appreciation for admin- 
istering the hospital so efficiently. 

We extend our grateful acknowledgment to all those who have helped 
to bring our year's work to a successful conclusion. 

We welcome the opportunity of placing our experiences and this 
information before the Governor, legislators, donors, and tie general 
public, and extend to them all a most cordial Invitation to visit the 
hospital and learn something of Its work, its real problems and its 
achievements. 

I must acknowledge my indebtedness and my deep gratitude to my 
past and present very efficient and loyal associates on the Board of 
Administrators. It gives me great pleasure to make thfs acknowledgment 
and to express my desire to share with them the credit of any merit 
this administration may have, or any accomplishments It may achieve.

w Orleans, Louisiana. 

Gentlemen: 

Having become Superintendent in August, 192S, I desire to submit my 
report for the period August, 1928, to December 31, 1928. The statistical 
reports embodied herein cover the whole of the year 192S. I wish to em- 
phasize that it is not my intention to criticize my predecessors, nor to 
make a plea for the present administration by comparison with former 
ones. My aim and policies are primarily constructive, particularly, to 
the application of progressive methods for the benefit of the patients, phy- 

□s and nurses. 

The accomplishment of many small details, providing greater effi- 
ciency in the care of patients, may not appeal to the public as would 
"new buildings," yet 1 am convinced there is a largo field for work in 
this direction, which in time will yield most profitable results. 

Among these improvements we may enumerate: 

1. The repairing, cleaning, and painting wherever needed through- 
out the Hospital. 

2. Plans and specifications are now in the hands of the architects 
for a new power plant. The present boilers are twenty years old 
and no compensation has been made for the excessive "load Jdaeed 
upon them by the addition of several new buildings to the Hospiial. The 
result is that the boilers have reached the end of their serviceable life 
and present a very dangerous problem. 

3. The old direct current electrical lines are being changed as 
rapidly as possible to modern alternating current lines. The old system 
Is so out of date that even the Public Utilities Company refuses to 
extend its lines to our new buildings and additions. 

4. Coffee and tea urns, stoves, pots, and other culinary utensils, 
most of which have been In use in our kitchens for forty years and 

, arc being replaced by modern equipment, 

5. The Laundry has been reorganized. The results already achieved 
are very gratifying, even in spite of the old and dilapidated condition 
of tho plant's machinery. 

6. Relief of overcrowded condition of patients tit the Hospital. 
During the past few years this Hospital has been severely criticized by 
the American Hospital Association and the American College of Sur- 
geons for the manner in which more than one patient was allowed to 
occupy the same bed. I wish to transmit to this Board my sincerest 
condemnation of such a practice. Its existence is not only discouraging 
to the Visiting Staff, resident officers, internes, and nurses, but it also 
threatens the very rank and standing of our Hospital before" the medical 
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world and Its various agencies. Immediately upon taking charge of 
Charity Hospital, I tackled this problem with a firm resolution of solv- 
ing it even with our present facilities. The Sisters' old home, which 
was not being used for any purpose, was immediately completely reno- 
vated and suitably altered for use as wards. When this work is com- 
pleted, which will be shortly, it will give us, with slight alterations 
In other buildings, approximately one hundred and seventy-five (175) 
additional beds with which to fight this overcrowdedness. 

I, With the same purpose in view, we are doubling the capacity 
of the infectious wards. This will obviate the dangers or possibilities of 
having two cases suffering with different types of infectious diseases 
confined to the same bed, or In close proximity. 

8. We are adding three additional modern operating rooms with 
additional lockers, scrub fixtures, and sterilizing rooms, to the present 
small thirty-year old Miles Amphitheatre. This will give us more oper- 
ating hours, more space, and greater efficiency. In the future, patients 
will be operated upon when scheduled. At present, it is often necessary 
to cancel scheduled operations on account of lack of space. All this has 
worked hardships on our patients as well as on our surgeons. 

9. A new Eye, Ear, Nose and Throat Service has been created 
and is under the direction of the resident Htaff. This has resulted in 
efficient handling of such patients through the Hospital, giving quicker 
and better service as well as saving money, both to the institution and 
the patient 

10. We are building two eye operating rooms, which will give us 
the best eye department in the country. These operating rooms are 
being dedicated to the memory of the late Dr. Marcus Feingold, who 
was responsible for the development and elevation of this clinic to one 
of the foremost In the world, and who rendered such noble and unselfish 
service to this Hospital and to the poor of the State. 

II. Improvement of the Emergency Service. We replaced the dilapi- 
dated ten-year old ambulances with three new, modern ambulances and. 
in conjunction, Initiated a night service in the X-Ray Department. These 
additions, with enforcement of strict discipline, give us one of the best 
emergency departments possible. 

12. New Instruments apd equipment are daily replacing the many 
old, out-of-date and unsuitable Instruments that have been used by our 
staff. This is not only producing greater efficiency, but it is encourag- 
ing the staff by showing them we are always trying to make their work 
as pleasant as possible. 

13. In line with my policy of making the visiting staff comfortable. 
I have caused to be established a rest room equipped with a private 
telephone, where the visiting physicians and surgeons may confer with 
their internes or among themselves, get In touch with their private 
practice, alt without having to wait for a "hospital line." Here, also, they 
may rest amidst attractive surroundings, after having given gratuii 
several hours of heavy duty to the Hospital. 

14. Discharge forms are mailed out, coincident with the discharge of 
'.he patient, to the 'physician who has referred the case to the Hospital. 



SUPERINTENDENT'S REPORT 



This sheet consists of the physician's name and address, patient's name 
and address, date of admission, date of discharge, final diagnosis, treat- 
ment given, suggestions for further treatment, and any other information 
which we think may be of value to the family physician. This policy 
is especially valuable to physicians outside of New Orleans, who had to 
ride many miles or write many letters attempting to get a resume- of 
their patient's case. Since these physicians hold a very warm spot in 
my heart, and the fact that they have often been neglected in the past, 
has prompted me to devise this new system especially for their benefit. 
Not only is it a great convenience and help to the unfortunate patient, 
but it is also of great educational value to the doctor. This is the first 
time that this system has been established at the Charity Hospital, and 
the only such plan that we know of In the whole United States. It has 
proven to be a great success as is shown by the many congratulatory 
letters I have received from physicians in different parts of this State. 

15. Establishment of fellowships in the various specialties. For 
these, young doctors are selected from many applicants who have had 
at least one year's general interneship. Fellows are not charged any 
tuition for the privilege of specializing, and use of our wealth of mate- 
rial, but must reside in the Hospital and give their services to the 
Institution absolutely free. This system not only insures better organiza- 
tion, greater efficiency, and much closer attention to the (patients, but 
it also gives an opportunity to our own boys to train here, where there 
Is unexcelled material, instead of having to go to other parts of the 
country when desirous of specializing. A certificate of specialization 
will be given at the completion of each fellowship, 

1G. Another progressive, scientific step is the publication of an 
official Charity Hospital Bulletin. This Is to be published quarterly 
by the Board of Administrators and Superintendent, with the cooperation 
Of the visiting and resident staffs. It Is to contain reports on interesting and 
rare eases, including their symptoms, physical signs, pathology, progress, 
treatment and results. Whenever desirable and possible, these dlscusaions 
are to be accompanied by photographs of the gross and microscopic 
pathology of these conditions. The educational value of such a publica- 
tion cannot be doubted by anyone. Similar bulletins are being published 
by most of the large hospitals, yet this is the first time that it has been 
established In Charity Hospital, which has such an unequalled variety 
of material. Data for the first publication is now ready for the printer. 

17. Opening of the Record Room twice a week at night. Formerlv 
it was closed at 5:00 P.M. Since practically all members of our visitinK 
staff are busy practitioners, the night hours are the only time available 
to them for the review and study of the case records and the writing: 
of scientific papers. This opportunity is now offered them through this 
plan of opening the doors of our Record Room at night. 

Additional filing space has also been provided for this department. 

18. Many improvements have been made in the reorganized Path 
ological Department, as you will note in the report of its Director. 

19. Laboratory stations are being established in the wards so an 
to facilitate and produce more efficient clinical work by the viaitine and 
resident staffs. K 
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20. Reorganization of the Drug Store under the guidance ol Mr. 
Albert P. Lauve, who is not only a very capable pharmacist, but comes 
to us with vast experience as buyer for a large wholesale drug concern. He 
has already satisfactorily organized and systematized bis department, 
bo that it is rendering more efficient service. I have caused the exclu- 
sion of proprietary and patent medicines from the drug stock. Indica- 
tions are that thousands of dollars will be saved under Mr. Lauve's 
management of the drug store. 

21. There has been a complete revision and modernization of the 
filing system in the Superintendent's office. 

I have enumerated only a few of the improvements made and now 
In progress. To mention them all would make up a very long list as 
hundreds of requisitions covering necessary repairs, alterations and 
changes along almost every line of hospital activltiy, both professional 
and otherwise, have been attended to. 

To the public eye all of these improvements may lack the glamor 
of piles of new masonry, but I want to assure you that they represent 
as I have intended them to. additions to our sadly lacking professional 
facilities and armamentarium—the basic essentials of all well organized 
hospitals and the essentials so necessary to properly alleviate distress 
and suffering amongst the unfortunate sick. Their importance I need 
not stress upon you. They are fully reflected in the results we have 
obtained. 

What are these results? The outstanding result has been that dur- 
ing these five months we have treated more patients than for the cor-

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this annex will partially relieve the present emergency, it is Insufficient 
to meet the requirements of our Hospital. The present home is un- 
satisfactory and will only last a few years longer. Besides, increased 
training requirements and standards, as well as the increased number of 
students, necessitates additional and larger classrooms and laboratories. 
The new annex does not iprovide for any of this and the present building 
is, as already stated, not only overcrowded, but in very poor physical 
condition. 

Thirdly, I am proud to announce that one of my tirst acts upon 
taking charge of this Hospital was to raise the entrance requirements 
to our School of Nursing, Formerly only eight high school units were 
required; now every applicant must be a high school graduate, with 
fifteen units or their equivalent. This gives us a better trained class of 
students. In spite of this raise in entrance requirements the number of 
applications continues to increase, this being due, no doubt, to the 
unusual opportunities for nurses' training offered by this Hospital. The 
Nurses' Training School may always expect my sincerest assistance 
towards its uplift and progress. 

In conclusion, I wish to thank every member of the Board of Ad-' 
mlnistrators for the cordial and valuable cooperation, advice, and timely 
suggestions they accorded me during the first five months of my admin- 
istration. I also wish to acknowledge the devoted service rendered to 
the Hospital by all the officers, physicians. Sisters of Charity, nurses 
and employees; the members of the various organizations and societies 
who have so generously contributed to the welfare and the happiness 
of the patients.

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PATHOLOGICAL DEPARTMENT 

February 13, 1929. 

Dr. Arthur Vldrine, Superintendent, and the Honorable Members of the 
Board of Administrators of the Charity Hospital of New Orleans. 

Gentlemen: 

I desire to submit the following report of the activities of the Patho- 
logical Department for the period August 15, 1928, to December 31, 1928. 

I. ORGANIZATION. 

The department's work has been divided into a number of divisions; 
each division is in charge of a doctor assisted by a technical assistant, 
and comprises a self-contained, independent unit, keeping ita own indi- 
vidual records and reporting daily to the central secretarial desk. 

(A) Division of Bacteriology: 

This division is functioning satisfactorily, even though the demands 
made upon it are not as numerous as should be expected in a hospital of 
(his magnitude. Requests for blood cultures are divided into two groups, 
those for typhoid and those for other conditions; every such request 
means the collection of blood in appropriate media on three occasions 
at approximate intervals of eight hours. Surveys of all patients suffering 
from typhoid fever, or allied enteric conditions have been instituted 
before their discharge. This precautionary measure will obviate the 
spread of such Infection in different localities by possible carriers after 
tneir leaving tbe hospital. Very shortly it Is proposed to conduct a 
survey of all food handlers In the hospital. Agglutination reactions for 
suspected Undulant fever and Tularemia are now conducted in our own 
laboratories Instead of material being sent to the Hygienic Laboratories 
in Washington as formerly. At the request of the State Dairy Commis- 
sion, ii appears that bacteriological examination of milk samples col- 
lected throughout the State will shortly be performed in our laboratories 
under the jurisdiction of this division. 

(S) Division of Surgical Pathology: 

The division of Surgical pathology is well organized and functioning 
satisfactorily. Tissues removed at operation are reported on the third 
day after their removal, excepting when special technical methods for 
proper diagnosis require longer preparation periods. New methods have 
been brought in use in this division, considerably expediting the work, 
and all tissues are indexed according to pathological conditions and 
on of lesion. It is proposed to install loud speakers connected 
from the laboratory to the operating rooms for the purpose of reporting 
rush examinations of tissues. Your direc-tor is personally responsible for 
the diagnosis of surgical tissues and uses the material for instruction of

(C) Division of Bio-Chemistry: 

This division le functioning most satisfactorily, the amount of work 
performed therein showinu- an ever marked increase otg or the cor- 

responding months of the previous year. Blood sugar determinations are 
and repotted before 11:00 a. m., allowing the diet kitchen to 
the exigencies of the case may required.

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(0) Division of Basal Metabolism: 

This division Is as yet far from satisfactory. Afler consultation with 
a scientific representative of the Sanborn Company, new portable instru- 
ments were purchased, the old ones discarded as unserviceable. The 
fundamental cause of the improper functioning of this division is the fact 
that the space devoted to performance of basal metabolic rates has been 
entirely Inadequate. It cannot be supposed tbat patients, especially the 
class with which we have to deal, can be rolled from one end of the 
hospital grounds to the other, made to lie in bed for an hour or so and be 
expected to be in proper condition for the determination of a metabolic 
rate. The proper solution of the difficulties of this department has for 
the last two weeks been carefully considered by the superintendent and 
your director. These difficulties, we believe, will shortly be ended. 

(E) The Pasteur Institute: 

The Pasteur institute has been entirely reorganized. A complete new 
set of records has been installed and animals brought tor examination 
are received only through the admitting room. Advice to cases injured 
by animals Is given only by the doctors in the accident or admitting 
rooms and the Pathological department. Since the 26th of September 
1988, iv In. n the last portion of attenuated rablc virus found upon assum- 
ing charge was used for treatment, the Semple method of killed virus vac- 
cination has been used. The change from live to killed virus was made 
only after mature consideration, a complete review of the literature of 
anti-rabic vaccination and the seeking of expressions from various scien- 
tific sources, including the Hygienic Laboratory at Washington. A virus 
book has been instituted and all batches of virus prepared properly re- 
corded therein, topether with the method of preparation and the protec- 
tive tests applied thereto. At present two strains of rabic virus secured 
from Independent sources are being carried in our laboratories. Examina- 
tions of dog brains are conducted by your director personally, and when- 
ever a first examination proves negative, three other separate and distinct 
examinations of material secured from different portions of the animal's 
brain are carried out. It is not believed that such extreme precautions 
are taken by any other institute. While discussing the Pasteur Institute 
I desire to call your attention to the well-known scientific fact that one 
percent or more ol all treated cases injured by rabid animals develop the 
disease. These statistics, collected the world over and applying to all 
known methods of vaccination, should not cause panic when non-protec- 
tion occurs but should contrarily cause redoubled efforts towards the eradi- 
cation of rabies in our midst, a very practical task is properly approa 
The record of protection by the Pasteur Institute of the Charity Hospital 
■ >nal and we cannot expect that our results will indefinitely 
continue as favorable insofar as protection Is concerned, especially in 
of the ever increasing number of cases injured by proven rabid animal! 
that are being treated. A dog bite is intrinsically dangerous and should 
always be so considered. Again so-called treatment paralyses, as vet 
ill understood, will result following anti-rabic vaccination and are entir^u- 
unavoidable. 

(F) The Auxiliary Clinic Laboratory: 

This division, carrying the needs of the out-patient department, has 
been entirely reorganized. Standard technical methods only are used and 
the record system has been considerably simplified, precautions 
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taken to obviate the !oss of reports by securing receipts for them from 
the superintendent or clinics upon their delivery. Thia division is addi- 
tionally used as a training school in laboratory technfc lor our under- 
graduate nurses. 

(G) Division of Clinical Microscopy: 

This division, part of whose examinations come under the responsi- 
bility of the Pathological Department, has been woefully insufficient and ' 
inefficient. The suggestion of conveniently placed stations through the 
hospital for the proper performance of clinical microscopic examinations 
by the resident staff has fortunately been adopted by your honorable body 
and work thereon is progressing satisfactorily. Already the department 
has purchased sufficient equipment to adequately supply such stations 
and two are now in operation. It is believed that no greater progress 
towards the proper diagnosis and treatment of the sick will ever be made 
than in the establishment of these stations. 

(H) Autopsies:' 

A larger number of autopsies have been performed during the last 
five month* than during the comparative months of the last five years. 
Considerably more autopsies could be performed were it not for the exi- 
gencies of niedical teaching. With every autopsy, a complete examination, 
both gross and microscopic, of all organs is made and the findings en- 
tered in a loose leaf holder. Semi-yearly it is proposed to bind these 
autopsy protocols in appropriately labelled volumes, these to be perma- 
nently preserved as department records. Daily, a conference is held by 
your director and the different members of the department staff, at which 
time autopsies performed the previous week are considered and micro- 

■ findings re-checked before final entry thereof. Unclaimed bodies 
are buried in the hospital burial grounds at scheduled periods twice 
weekly, thereby systematizing the work for the department, the hospital's 
burial ground keeper and the hospital's undertaker. Bodies delivered to 
the morgue are now identified by means of a tag attached to the great 

i" the right foot, and a similar tag attached to the outside of the 
burial sheet Immediately beneath the chin, Thia measure should eliminate 
the possibility of the delivery of the wrong body when claimed. 

II. THE MEDICAL PERSONNEL. 

The suggested plan, as approved by your honorable body for the 
department's professional personnel has been put into effect. At present 
four full-time physicians are on duty in addition to your director, who 
spends an average of four and a half hours daily in the laboratory with 
shorter periods on Sundays and holidays, this supplemented by visits 
after laboratory hours. No difficulty has been encountered in securing 
a properly qualified personnel, and when applications for Assistant Resi- 
dent Pathologists were recently asked, a number were received from 
various parts of the country from which applications selections will be 
made. On July 1st, 1929, the first progressive rotation In the laboratory 
service will occur. This sound operating plan will cause our hospital 
to always have a full quota of properly qualified laboratory specialists just 
as we now have such excellent physicians and surgeons always available. 

HI. THE TECHNICAL PERSONNEL. 

With the enforcement of rigid department discipline, and the Insist- 
ence upon individual supervised service, much difficulty has been expert- 
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enced with some members of the technical personnel necessitatis 
changes to date, with the contemplation of more changes in the fut 
However, on the whole, the technicians have been faithful and hard work 
Ing even though woefully undercompensated. There lias been instituted 
regular classes of Instruction for them, conducted by the medical DP r 
sonnel. attendance at which classes is compulsory. ThiB will result in 
much future Improvement in the character of technical services we will 
receive. Additionally, properly qualified technicians will be registered 
with the American Society of Clinical Pathologists.

A large number of obsolete and non-repairable articles of equipment 
liave been discarded. In every case, a list of such articles was sent to 
the superintendent before delivering them to the hospital engineer tor dis- 
eardal. 

All autopsy Instruments have been cleansed, repaired, sharpened and 
otherwise reconditioned. Additions to these Instruments have been made. 

The autopsy tables have been repaired and thoroughly reconditioned. 

Three steel wire animal cages hare been Installed. 

A new cabinet for Rabies virus within the present icebox has been 
built. 

A drip pan has been installed in the large icebox. 

Metal guards have been installed around Bunsen burners. 

An electric vacuum pump was repaired and placed in service. 

Two water stills were repaired. 

Two centrifuges were repaired. 

A Chalet lamp was salvaged, repaired and placed in service. 

A large number of test tubes, slides, flasks and other items of glass- 
ware found in the various parts of the laboratory have been cleansed 
and placed In service. Innumerable unclassified slides bearing surgical 
and autopsy tissues and with unidentifiable labels were cleansed and 
placed in service. Others, wherever possible of identification and classi- 
fication, were stored in the attic of the main building. 

The mortuary icebox was rebuilt. 

The lower floor of the laboratory building was thoroughly cleansed, 
all unserviceable material removed and a storeroom created therein. 

A number of Mason Jars containing dessicated autopsy tissues were 
discarded. An attempt was made at cleansing these jars but it was soon 
found that their salvage would cost more than their worth. 

Uniform standard reagent bottles have been placed in every division of 
the laboratory. 

A number of museum specimens in bad condition were discarded, the 
jars cleansed and stored. With the space and budget at the department's 
disposal. It Is not practical to attempt the creation of a museum of pathol- 
ogy as desirable as such a step would be. 

V. LIBRARY. 

There has been established a small library consisting of a few selected 
standard reference laboratory texts supplemented by subscriptions to the 
most important and practical medical Journals devoted to laboratory sub- 
jects. A member of the staff acts as librarian and abstracts under your 
director's supervision the most important articles In the field of labora- 
tory medicine appearing monthly. These abstracts are filed alphabetically 
and are readily available to the house and visiting staffs.

Leakages due to bursting pipes are matters of frequent 
occurrence. Other leakages from apparently sound pipes keep the labora- 
rooms, nnd especially the lower floor, damp and 111 ki'pt. 

i!>) A new heating system. 

Heating the laboratory presents a problem that has been met. although 
not entirely satisfactorily, by the use of portable gas heaters, to supple- 
ment the totally inadequate steam heating system. This make-shift method 
Is extremely dangerous as a fire hazard but has proven necessary in order 
to preserve' and render serviceable and chemicals, stains, reagents, etc., 
in the laboratory. 

(c) Provision should be made for an ice box that can be kept at 
frozen temperature for the proper preservation of Rabies virus. Here 
Is one of the most essential needs of the department. 

i d ) The roof is In very bad condition, requiring the placing of pots, 
basins, and buckets throughout the laboratory rooms utter every rain in 
order to preserve the equipment and supplies endangered by these leaks. 
Our chief engineer informs me that It is practically impossible to repair 
the slate portion of the roof. 

(e) A sprinkler system should he installed throughout tie depart- 
ment. With the close proximity of the laboratory to wooden buildings and 
with the necessarily large amount of flame used in the conducting of the 
laboratory examinations, the present condition of the pathological depart- 
ment constitutes a most serious fire hazard. 

(fj The lighting of the department rooms is entirely insufficient and 
provision should be made to properly light them. 

The cost of the above mentioned physical emergencies, I am not in a 
nosition to estimate but I believe that they represent a considerable sum— 
an expenditure which possibly is not advisable upon the present building. 

As concerns the operation of the Pathological Department, itself, the 
most important recommendation that I believe should be made to your 
honorable bodv is that of the creation of a photographic department. This 
can he readily installed for $1000.00. The services rendered by such a 
division in both the scientific advancement of medicine and the actual 
services rendered our unfortunate poor, would repay within a few 
months for the expenditure of this amount. I desire to also recommend 
the setting aside of some suitable place for the storing of depart 

records. 

The secretarial and technical staffs of the department are woefully 

undercompensated. This lack of proper remuneration offered causes us

HAY FEVER AND ASTHMA CLINIC 

To the Honorable Board of Administrators, 
Charity Hospital of New Orleans, 
New Orleans, Louisiana. 

Gentlemen : 

We trust that you will be interested to analyze with us the work so 
far accomplished in the Hay Fever and Asthma Clinic during the 14 
years of Its continuous existence. Its rapid growth and Its growing 
patronage prove that it is filling a popular want. The Clinic has now 
three departments; at first only hay fever cases were handled; then when 
asthma was found to be associated with 43% of the fall cases, special 
researches were instituted; finally in the last three years we have been 
testing and treating many allergic food cases referred to us from other 
services. Therefore, we have the following groups, though one often 
merges into the other and one patient may enter under all three classi- 
fications: 

ASTHMA 

HAY FEVER 

FOOD ALLERGY 

The result of our experience has brought home the conviction that 
PATIENCE in analyzing the cases and PERSERVERANCE in treatment 
are the first requisites to success: a case of asthma of thirteen years' 
standing showed definite results only after receiving ONE HUNDRED 
AND TEN injections representing FIVE YEARS' treatment. 

In over 2000 cases handled 15% were definitely cured, but the major- 
ity were markedly improved. We regret to report that 15% are still 
resisting all forms of treatment.

1. INTRADERMAL application of pollen Is recommended as a TEST 
for establishing the DIAGNOSIS, for GAUGING the DOSAGE and tor the 
SELECTION of method of treatment. 

2. VACCINE Is recommended In RECENT case, In pollen NEGATIVE 
cases, in COMBINATION with peptone and in many PERENNLAL cases 
DOSE should always be small and long continued. Cases COMPLICATED 
with catarrh or purulent discharges always received a course with vaccine. 

DOSE of pollen extract— to ascertain this preat CARE is recom-

The increase in attendance exceeds that of any previous year. The 
daily average of 1927 was 750. The daily average of 1928 as stated above 
is 850, with a gain of 9,191 in admissions and of 30,654 in the total num- 
ber of visits. 

There was a slight decrease in attendance in the Fracture, Gynecology 
and Hay-fever Clinics. 

The Orthopedic and Obstetric Clinics which have increased steai 

year by year made their greatest gains In 1928. The Orthopedic Clinic 

gained 734 and the Obstetric Clinic gained 1,808 in the total number of 
visits. 

The total number of visits made to the various Surgical Clinks was 
76,253. In these clinics, 2,409 minor operations were performed. 

There was an increase of approximately 5,000 in the Medical Clin 
In the Ear, Nose and Throat Clinics the total number of visits reached 
the high mark of 24,781 and they referred 1,759 patients to tho hospital 
for operation. 
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The Eye Clinks had a total attendance of 16,361 and referred 634 
patients to the hospital for operation. 

The G. U. for Men and the Salvarsan Clinic show the highest increaao 
In the number of patients. The total number of visits to this clinic was 
35,316, which gives an increase over the previous year of 7,693 visits.

The work of the Clinic Laboratory kept pace with the large Increase 
in numbers throughout the various clinics of the Out Patient Department. 
The total number of tests made was 40,338 of which 17,185 were "Wasser- 
manns. 

The number of XRays made for the Out-Patient Department in 1927, 
was 6,320; In 1928, 5,351 were made, which Is a decrease of almost one 
thousand. 

The number of visits tq our Record Department for histories was 
1,940. 

The number of patients reported to the Confidential Exchange was 
20,268. 

Happily with the Increased attendance, the Visiting Staff was aug- 
mented. At present there are 114 doctors on the Staff. 

Of the total number of patients admitted, 72,537, only 2,643 reported 
monthly incomes of $100.00 to 1175.00. Eight patients reported iticomeB 
of 8200.00 a month. The patients with incomes of $200,00 a month were 
accident eases, referred to the Clinic from Accident Room and made only 
the initial visit. 

We acknowledge gratefully our indebtedness to the Visiting Staff, the 
Clinic Employees, and the Social Service Department. Their generous 
assistance and splendid cooperation have made possible tie vast contribu- 
tion of toe Out-Patient Department to the State, in the amelioration of 
suffering, the prevention of disease and the promotion of health.

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While the social worker can and should make a definite contribution 
to the hospital by securing social and medical data, which insists tho 
physician in the diagnosis and treatment of the patient; by a follow- 
up to insure completion of the treatment; by a survey of the home, 
the occupational and recreational life, to make the necessary adjust- 
ments for arrest of the disease or prevention of recurrent attacks — especi- 
ally significant in the cardiac, tubercular, neurotic, orthopedic and dia- 
betic groups. 

While the need of this type of work is obviously clear, nevertheless, 
In a large hospital, such as Charity, the last number of emergency and 
urgent easts largely preclude these prolonged and satisfactory activities — 
a situation ultimately leading to the ossification of programmes, and stand- 
ards, and a defeat in the achievement of our objectives in relationship and 
methods. 

The appended statistical report is neither complete nor inclusive, but 
is suggestive of the content of the work. Because of limited space, the 
technique, which entails skilful handling, cannot be elaborated upon. 

The donated supply of clothing, tubercular camp outfits, crutches, 
household necessities and economic relief, which have been incorporated 
in the monthly reports, for the sake of brevity, are not presented at this 

time. 

In closing, I wish to thank the many, who have assisted in making 
possible the results of the year, and urge a continuation of their support 
and cooperation.
